The nation is embarking on a 
defense program unprecedented in 
its peace-time history. But, as the 
commentators are pointing out, 
there is more to national defense 
than simply appropriating money 
for ships and planes and tanks and 
soldiers. No matter how great a 
nation's resources, an adequate de- 
fense structure cannot be created 
overnight. And when a nation has 
long been accustomed to the ways 
of peace, it is an extremely diffi- 
cult thing to adapt it to the ways 
of war. 

The defense program involves 
many questions, some as yet un- 
answered. First and by far the 
most important question is simply 
this: What are we going to de- 
fend? A military establishment 
sufficient to guard our territorial 
borders is one thing— a military 
establishment adequate to guard 
the Philippines, northern South 
America, Greenland, the British 
West Indies and other far flung

For we do not 
possess a two-ocean navy. Ours, 
say the experts, is good enough 
to protect us hi either the Pacific 
or the Atlantic, but not in both. 
And it would take many* years to 
build a two-ocean fleet. That ex- 
plains the widespread hope that if 
the Allies lose, the British fleet 

yet, sent to Canada, where it could 
work In cooperation with ours. 

Another question involves the 
role of labor in national defense. 
The columnists have been almost 
unanimous in saying that labor 
can no longer be "pampered," and 
that opinion seems to be shared 
In some quarters. Strikes and simi- 
lar difficulties, run this argument, 
cannot be allowed to throw the 
proverbial monkey wrench Into 
the defense machine. There Is a 
strong movement to revise present 
laws governing the number of 
hours a man can work. It takes 
skilled and willing hands to make 
the many things a modern army 
must have, and many believe that 
we have none too many of them. 
Most of the unemployed are in the 
unskilled category. In some fields, 
notably machine tool, work, there 
is a definite shortage of good 
men. 

How can industry be geared to 
arms production? Certainly our 
factories are not ready for that— 
they have been built to make the

Due to the recently Increased 
number of complaints with re- 
ference to trash collection service, 
the attention of residents is call 
ed to proper disposal regulations 
by the health department. In the 
investigation of these complaints 
about one third have been Justi- 
fied due to carelessness or over- 
sight on the part of the collection 
service by their failing to make 
regular collection of trash or gar- 
bage. However, the other two 
thirds have been due to improper 
handling of the trash or garbage 
at the home or point of collection 
The most common occurrence has 
been caused by the placing of 
large piles of loose trash Jot col- 
lection. When the collectors 
merely picked up the garbage can 
and left piles of trash, complaints 
have been made about the collec- 
tion service. Trouble has also been 
caused by householders placing 
receptacles out too late in the day 
for collection, then reporting on 
the following day, a non-collection 
day, that they have been missed 
for several days. Complaints 
have also been made about non- 
collection only a few minutes be- 
fore the collection was made due 
to the fact that the trash trucks 
arrived a little later than usual 
m the day.

About a year ago the News, acting purely 
on a "hunch", suggested that things were 
not entirely according to "Hoyle" with the 
registration books of the Town of Virginia 
Beach and at the same time expressed the 
view that it did not seem ethical that a re- 
gistrar should also hold an appointive posi- 
tion at the hands of an elective body. Appar- 
ently these views were shared by others as 
ultimately an investigation was made, which 
investigation brought forth some unusual 
and startling facts. 

First, that Virginia Beach, with a popula- 
tion of less than 2,500, had more than 1,600 
names on the registration books or more 
than sixty per cent, whereas statistics show 
that neighboring cities and towns average 
less than thirty percent of its population on 
the registration books. 

Second, that almost twenty-five percent of 
the names on the registration books of the 
Town were there illegally. 

Third, that over seventy-five percent of 
these on this questionable list were placed on 
the books in the year of 1939 just before the 
primary. 

Fourth, that technically the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach is legally without a registrar. 

Fifth, that many efforts were made to de- 
lay the examination of the books until too 
late to completely purge them before the 
councilmanic election to be held on Tuesday. 

The Mayor's committee was most conscien- 
tious and diligent in their work of investiga- 
tion and their efforts brought to light these 
facts. For this service they should be com- 
mended. The question now is, will those in 
authority with power to remedy them be 
equally as conscientious and diligent in the 
performance of their duty? 



Engineer, who issues permits and is cus- 
todian of Town — owned equipment, was out 
of Town. 

The incident was passed over by the 
Council but at the same time that body 
emphatically reiterated its regulations that 
the Town Engineer was custodian of all 
Town equipment ; that it could not be used by 
any individual under any condition without 
his knowledge and consent and upon a proper 
rental; that under no condition was the 
equipment to leave the Town limits unless on 
Town business. 

Several times lately there has been a light 
delivery truck with the words, T«wrn of Vir- 
ginia Beach" boldly painted on its doors seen 
parked on or in front of a certain new devel- 
opment on the Laskin Road just West of the 
Town limits. On these occasions it was after 
working hours for Town employees and it is 
hard to imagine just what work the Town 
would have for a truck in that locality. 

It is wondered if the Town Engineer, cus- 
todian of Town equipment, had given permis- 
sion for this use of public properties and the 
carrying of them out of the Town limits con- 
trary to regulations, whether he has been 
careless in the execution of his duties as 
custodian or whether the equipment is being 
used without his knowledge and consent. 

Regardless of the responsibility, it seems 
safe to presume that Town equipment is 
being put to individual use contrary to the 
specific orders of the Town Council. 

THE ENEMIES WITHIN THE GATES 

Events in Europe have underlined and 
emphasized the urgent need for improving 
and expanding our national defenses, and 
making sure that the United States, its 
shores and its traditional ways of life, are 
rendered secure. 

To do this most effectively, our military 
experts are of course studying very closely 
the methods of the "total war" that has over- 
run so many helpless countries abroad — the 
modern form of war that, as one observer has 
commented, is fought "witrf the morals of the 
cave and the weapons of an exquisite civiliza- 
tion." 

You need to know the danger that faces 
your country before you can guard against 
it successfully. 

But there is one further step. The manner 
in which Norway and Poland and Belgium 
have been brought to their knees was not ex- 
clusively based upon military power. Before 
a blow was struck, security was undermined 
f*°»» within. The advice of Goethe— 
Divide and command"— was heeded with 
telling and destructive effect. The "fifth 
column" of traitors and imported agents did 
their destructive work before war even be- 
gan. 

The danger that these tactics will be re- 
peated here also faces our own land. It is 
not enough to have military preparedness; 
we must also establish internal unity, in- 
ternal security. 

To achieve this aim, certain 
need to be kept in mind:

HEALTH NOTES 



Deep Water Hazards 

"The accident death rate in the 
United States is unenviably high, 
93,000 persons having thus lost 
their lives in 1939. The automo- 
bile, in connection with driver or 
pedestrian carelessness, accounted 
for approximately 32,500 of this 
numbg Accidents in the home 
(mistakenly considered the safest 
place of all) were responsible for 
almost the same number of 
deaths as by automobiles. While 
such casualties unfortunately may 
be considered as more or less con- 
stant, every season has its special 
hazards. During the summer 
months, one of these is drowning. 
Daring 1939 in Virginia alone. 129 
persons lost their lives in deep 
water," states Dr. I. C. Riggin. 
Commissioner of Health. 

"It should be emphasized that a 
fair proportion of the fatalities 
occurred among those who con- 
sidered themselves to be good 
swimmers. Indeed, previously pro- 
ven swimming ability perhaps was 
the influencing cause of death. 
Self-admitted experts in many in- 
stances overestimated their power 
and thus ventured farther than 
others, and frequently alone; 
weakening for various causes, and 
removed from help, they went 
down, victims of their own con- 
ceit. 

"Another imprudent group, 
whose swimming ability was very 
limited or entirely lacking, in a 
reckless holiday spirit rocked

"Fundamental safety rules for 
swimming include: Delay enter. 
ing the water 'after eating, other, 
wise paralyzing stomach 
may result; solitary swimming t 
der no circumstances should be I 
duiged in; enter cold water 
ually. especially if overheated er 
exhausted by exercise; and finally, 
leave the water when 
dulled, otherwise muscular 
and consequent panie on the part 
of the swtmmer nay result. 

"The above suggestions in no 
way should diminish one's enthui. 
asm for swimming To comply 
with them wtrj merely result In 
saving lives and at the same time 
will not reduce in the slightest 
the pleasure attached to one of 
the finest and most beneficial of 
sports."

To Purchase New Patrol Beat i 
A new patrol boat and three new 
patrolmen have been authorized 
by the Commission of Fisheries to 
assist in enforcement of crab laws 
during the crabbing season, which 
is rising to Its peak as the warm 
weather continues. 

At its regular meeting last week 
In Newport News, the Commission 
gave the "go ahead" signal for a 
survey of oyster' conditions in the 
Rappahannock River, as provided 
by the recent General Assembly. 
The survey will be conducted this 
month under supervision of Dr. H. 
F. Prythercb, Director of the Beau- 
fort, North CArlolna, Laboratory, 
of the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries. 

Thirty-five acres of oyster 
ground, not included in the Baylor 
Survey, have been designated by 
the Commission for experiments 
in oyster planting at the mouth 
of the Bast River. Wire baskets 
are to be placed on part of the 
ground to catch spat and later re- 
moved and distributed. 

The "area is not subject to as- 
signment, and is to be closed to 
the public duting the time of the 
experimental work, Commission, 
er Mapp pointed out. The experi- 
ment is one of a seriea^contem- 
plated by the Commission.

It is understood in Washington that Secretary of Treasury Mor- 
genthau has been given unusual responsibilities as head of the experts 
who will supply planes. 

Members of the Business Advisory Council issued a statement de- 
claring that the United States confronts problems "of unprecedented 
gravity and responsibility," and urged that the operation of military 
and Naval forces "must be based on an industrial and economic 
foundation," and "the need for complete cooperation."

instruments of peace, not the wea- 
pons of destruction. Tremendous 
readjustment in methods will be 
necessary. There must be flawless 
coordination in production, trans- 
port and assembly. Industrial lead- 
ers are woibing overtime now to 
bring this about, but it cannot be 
done in a hurry. 

Finally, the commentators say, 
there must be better coordination 
in government. We can no longer 
afford to have overlapping bur- 
eaus, divided reaponslbuity, bicker- 
ing and jealousy between officials. 
There can be no unnecessary 
waste of time and resources. 

One thing seems certain— the 
course of the Federal government, 
no matter who is elected presi- 
dent next November, will be very 
different than in the past. Practi- 
cally all the observers are convinc- 
ed that domestic "reforms" will 
largely be shelved, and that the 
"left-wing" element m government 
will be eased out of the picture. 
It wm be n e c e ssa ry to discard or 
defer many of the New Deal ob- 
jectives, they say. even h* Mr. 
Roosevelt runs and wins again. In 
brief, it is felt in almost all circles 
that the government must in the 
future follow a relatively conserva- 
tive course.

E-I Bank Credits 
To Boost Exports 

An expansion in American ex- 
ports of industrial and agricul- 
tural products is expected to result 
from extension of an additional 
$12,000,000 of credits to Chile and 
Colombia by the Export-Import

The $7,000,000 credit to Chile 
was said by Mr. Jones to be in ad- 
dition to a $5,000,000 advance, 
none of which has been used, 
made last Summer.

My. Jones said, and the announce- 
ment that capital funds would be 
furnished by the RFC reassured 
depositors and prevented runs. 
The funds actually advanced un- 
der the act restored the capital 
structure of thousands of banks, 
he added, and thereby aided mil- 
lions of depositors.

No definite solution has yet 
been reached by builders and 
architects on the important ques- 
tion of whether or not the inclu- 
sion of a dining room in the plans 
is for small homes a waste of 
space. 

In general, it is agreed that a 
separate dining room which is 
used for no other purpose is 
hardly justifiable in the modern 
small home. 

For most families, breakfast is a 
hurried meal and not the cere- 
mony it once was. Except in un- 
usual cases, both the younger 
members of the family and the 
head of the family are away from 
the house at luncheon time. In 
other words, dinner is the only 
meal at which all members of the 
family sit down at one time. This 
being so. the dining room is used 
for only approximately one hour 
a day. 

Often Is Luxury 
It is evident that a separate 
dining room which is used only for 
that purpose is a luxury rather 
than a necessity for the family 
of moderate means. 

Many architects and builders 
believe, that, because of its lack 
of utility, the dining room should 
be eliminated and that facilities 
for eating should be provided in 
the living room proper or in an 
alcove off the living room. 
Complete Elimination 
To many people the complete 
elimination of the dining room 
seems too drastic. Dining and re- 
laxation are two separate func- 
tions and, to their way of think- 
ing, th 'V should be kept separate.

Higher quality homes and a 
trend toward greater stability of 
property values should be import- 
ant developments characterising 
the real estate business to an in- 
creasing extent during the next 
two years "to the ultimate benefit 
of home owners and the industry," 
Dr. William R. Husband, a mem- 
ber of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board, said recently. 

The volume of residential con- 
struction likely will continue to 
improve during the next year or 
two, with "the greatest opportu- 
nities undoubtedly in the low-cost 
category," Dr. Husband stated. 

"The dependence of real estate 
upon the resurgence of general 
business activity," he said, "sug- 
gests the adoption of a policy 
based upon prevailing market 
needs and the general consolida- 
tion of position." 

Skeptics in the housing indus- 
try who find inconsistency in the 
public demand for better quality 
homes at a lower v price were told 
that the answer can be found in 
the history of American enter- 
prise — "a dramatic moving picture 
of constantly improving products 
at lower prices." 

Business Recovery Propeller 

"Materials, money, and labor 
exist in abundance; only the tech- 
nique of providing the maximum 
output is lacking," Dr. Husband 
said? "When the technique is 
found, home building well may be- 
come a propeller of business re- 
covery. 

"Many bewail the passing of our 
frontier economy and decry the 
lack of opportunity. Actually, we 
have enough work in recondition- 
ing existing properties and con- 
structing new houses for the needs 
of the annual increase in the num- 
ber of families to keep us busy for 
a long time. The big job is to con- 
vert needs into market activity." 

Attainment of the industry's ob- 
jectives can be achieved, he con- 
tended only through a realistic ap- 
proach which recognizes that im- 
proved housing hi larger volume 
depends, "first, upon the ability of 
die borrower to pay and, second 
upon the furnishing of a reason- 
able profit to those who undertake 
housing projects." 

Faulty Payment Causes 

"Ability to pay is essentially a 
matter of the individual credit 
risk, but some generalization about 
debt payment may be made in the 
light of our experience of the past 
decade," said Dr. Husband. "There 
are many evidences of faithful 
periermance of contract by those 
who receive relatively low Incomes. 
Faulty-payment records of the 
past frequently have been caused 
by Inadequate financial arrange- 
ments rather than by a weakness 
in the moral risk. 

"We now know that, Irrespective 
of the income group, perfectly 
good loans went into default pri- 
marily because the terms of re- 
payment were unreasonable and 
unsound. Demand and short-term 
loans which bulk large in relation 
to annual income are equally as 
unsound In housing as in the fi- 
nancing of business. In marked 
contrast, the benefits of long-term 
amortized home financing at rea- 
sonable rates of interest have al- 
ready been demonstrated on a 
wide scale." 

Assurance of sound expansion 
In the field of housing depends on 
Increased emphasis on the quality 
of the product, Dr. Husband de- 
clared, and he emphasized that he 
referred "mare especially to dur- 
ability of the materials and to the 
soundness of design than to at- 
tractive accessories which catch 
the eye but later pinch the pocket- 
book." 



Beat Bales For 
Better Bedding 



Two counties in Virginia's "cot- 
ton belt" are well on the way to- 
ward more comfortable sleep for 
rural families. Demonstrations on 
how to make and stuff a ticking 
with cotton, beat it into restful 
flufflness, roll-edge it and tuft it 
for finish, are gaining favor 
among farm families and mer- 
chants alike. 

This remark stands for the bene- 
fits to the mattress makers: "I 
couldn't wait to try my mattress 
out. I slept Am it last night and 
I have never before slept on such 
a soft bed." Merchants do not see 
the program as competitive; rathei 
they realise that making folks 
"bedding conscious" will increase 
sales. 

The program is aimed at the 
cotton surj lus on the one hand, 
and in aiding rural families on 
the other. The Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation provides 
the cotton and ticking and the 
Virginia AgricuHural Extension 
Division demonstrates how mat- 
tresses should be made. Only 
rural families having a net income 
of $400 or less in 1939 are eligible. 
When certified for the program, 
these families make application 
for 50 pounds of cotton and 10 
yards of ticking. 

When a county has 130 applica- 
tions, an order is placed with the 
AAA committee for 12 bales of 
cotton and one bale of ticking. 
While the shipment is on its way, 
the Extension Division, through 
specialists and county agents, and 
the NYA and WPA, set up work 
centers. On the first day of mat- 
tress making, a group of leaders 
are taught how to do the job, and 
they in turn show others. Anyone 
interested in the project, whether 
eligible under the program or not, 
is invited to come and learn by 
doing. 

Isle of Wight and Brunswick 
counties are the two leaders in the 
program Many others will soon 
come in, and how far it will 
spread no one knows. In the first 
six days, 256 people visited the 
work center in Isle of Wight.

Q. Is it good construction prac- 
tice for wood Joists or girders to 
enter masonry walls below grade? 

A. If possible, this should be 
avoided. However, if this condi- 
tion is necessary, the wood mem- 
bers should be treated with an ef- 
fective wood preservative before 
installation. Provide a one-inch 
air space for ventilation on each 
side of each structural member 
built into masonry walls above or 
below grade. 



Q. What is the best method of 
repainting the wire cloth in my 
screens? What kind of paint 
should I use? 

A. In repainting old wire cloth, 
it will be necessary to first scrub 
the screen with a brush, using 
soap and warm water. Rinse with 
clean water and allow the screen 
cloth to dry thoroughly. Then ap- 
ply one coat of screen enamel, 
using only a little enamel on the 
brush at a time. Paint the screen 
from one side, using up-and-down 
brush strokes, from right to left, 
and diagonally. Go over the other 
side of the screen with a dry brush 
in the same manner.

The most dangerous practice, 
however, is that of mixing garbage 
and trash. Certain hotels and 
food stores have been the worst 
offenders in this practice. This can 
result in raw garbage being dump- 
ed on the Town trash pile instead 
being properly disposed of, thus 
preventing proper burning of the 
trash pile and causing fly breed- 
ing. Garbage should be placed 
in a covered container separate 
and apart from any trash or 
P»per. 

Other nuisance producing prac- 



tices are the hauling of 
and trash to some vacant lot on 
the edge of town instead of having 
It hauled off properly, and by 
having garbage collected by pri- 
vate collectors who sometime fail 
to call, leaving the garbage over 
several days and then creating a 
nuisance condition. 

While trash Itself is not an ordi- 
narily public health problem, fly 
breeding from raw garbage is. and 
the health department is natural- 
ly anxious to prevent this. It 
therefore reminds all citisens to 
be sure to follow the simple rules 
of refuse disposal. Have all waste 
matter collected, placed in the 
proper receptacles— garbage in 
clean, covered, metal cans and 
trash in clean tight containers- 
then placed out for collection on 
the proper day, at the proper 
place and proper time. 

Then after the collector has had 
a reasonable chance to make the 
collection, these simple rules hav- 
ing fully complied with, if the 
waste is not collected, the health 
department will be glad to remedy 
the situation and have the proper 
collections made.

What this country Is beginning 
to do is to change from a peace 
economy to a military eeonom 
That Involves readjustments 
which apparently few* as yet 
thoroughly understand. When the 
Nazis came to power in post-war 
Germany the slogan was, "Guns, 
not butter." The result of the 
ruthless application of that slogan 
was a steadily declining standard 
of living and, according to unpre- 
judiced authorities, a serious de- 
cline in the general standard of 
public health. More and more of 
the national income went for 
state purposes— less and less %*s 
left in the hands of the people. 
To a lesser extent, an the Euro- 
pean nations, which have been on 
a war footing for many years, 
have undergone the same exper- 
And now it looks as If we 
are to undergo it too. 

This doesn't mean that the 
DWted States will follow the same 
wad as the Nazis. We are a far 
richer country, possessed of re- 
sources which no European power 
can equal. There is no question 
now of devoting 80 per cent of 
our national income (which is the 
proportion being spent in Ger- 
many) for military purposes. But 
it does mean, unless the com- 
mentators are wrong, that an fac- 
tors In our national life will be 
called upon to make serious sacri- 
fices to the end that we be. made 

i secure as possible from success- 
ful invasion. It means that we 
win have fewer luxuries, fewer 
dollars to spend as individuals, in 
order that we may have more air- 
planes, tanks, battleships, and the 
other Implements of defense. 

A number of Important column- 
ists, led by influential Walter 
Lippman, have been criticising 
the President for what they re- 
gard as a lack of frankness hi in- 
forming the people Just how much 
they will have to sacrifice to 
create an adequate defense estab- 
lishment. And the events of the 
last few weeks have certainly pro- 
duced plenty of food for grim 
thought. The President has great- 
ly revised upward his original re- 
quests for defense appropriations, 
and Congress seems practically 
united in favor of putting his gen- 
eral plan into effect. It has be- 
come obvious that defense isn't 
Just a matter of adding a billion 
or two to the military budgets. 
Untold billions will be required— 

id on top of that, all of the en- 
ergies of the nation will have to 
be devoted to turning the dollars 
into needed weapons. It is esti- 
mated by competent military men 
that the 60,000 warplane plaa 
atone would cost better than $*v- 
000,000,000 and that the same 
amount would have to be spent 
annually 'or maintenance and re- 
placement.

Other refugees, women, 
children and many old people, 
were crowded about the entrance 
The smell of soup cooking came 
through the doorway and caused 
the little girl to break loose and 
run for the schoolhouse. But it 
was too much for the mother. She 
fainted and fell to the ground, as 
someone grabbed the baby out of 
her arms.

There were some possible irre- 
gularities as there are in most elections but 
they were of such little consequences that 
they would have little or no bearing on the 
final results. It is believed that the propos- 
ed purge of the registration books had a 
moral if not a practical influence to this end. 
All of the candidates were reputable 
citizens of the community and we believe 
were conscientious of purpose. Which of 
these might have been our individual choice 
matters not now— the majority has spoken. 
TJnder our representative form of govern- 
ment the majority rules. It is therefore

reasonable length of time in order to allow 
for the fact that readjustment to peacetime 
needs will some day be necessary. 

5. That an effective national defense 
program need not require the abandonment 
of any sound social legislation, but that it 
does mean "the removal of such legislative 
and administrative restrictions on industrial 
production as are condemned by military and 
industrial experience." 

These signposts described by industry 
show the sound way to national defense and 
American security. Surely they represent 
a sensible approach which experts and the 
genera] public can join in applauding!

The Herald-Progress, ably published at 
Ashland, Va., by Paul Watkins, carried an 
excellent editorial the other day on taxes and 
the effect of taxes on a typical working man 
earning $20 a week. Because this article 
sets forth the fact so dearly, we publish it 
here in full: 

A recent survey, reported to be among the 
most accurate ever made, concerned the pro- 
portion of income paid in taxes by a typical 
workingman earning $20 a week. The 
survey found that $4 of this modest wage 
went to the tax collector. 

That $4 was not paid directly, of course — 
it is probable that the average worker doesn't 
know he is taxed at all. He isn't concerned 
with income tax blanks and the other myriad 
and involved tax reports required by govern- 
ment of those in higher income brackets. His 
$4 was paid indirectly, throughout the entire 
week. High taxes make a loaf of bread cost 
a penny more than it would otherwise, a pair 

of shoes cost 50 cents more, a ticket to a|**d, heartshaped berries. But to 
movie a dime more, the monthly electric bill>ny neighbor's house across the 
60 cents more. So it goes, down the endless 
list of purchases and payments we all make. 
The tax collector is always at your elbow — a 
highly expensive if unseen companion. 

And here is the living proof of the fact 
that the real burden of taxation falls more 
heavily on the man of small means than the 
man of large. Four dollars a week taken out 
of a $20 paycheck means that this typical

This is Convention Time in the United 
States. Once every four years, the various 

Srties get together with considerable fan- 
re and choose their candidates for the 
Presidency of this country. It is a notable 
affair always, and especially this year when 
so many countries are at war and so many 
lands are living under a system where one 
party is all-supreme and unchangeable by the 
orderly processes of election. 

In this country, the Communist party was 
one of the first to meet. Small in numbers, 
it has been loud in its insistence upon its 
rights in our democracy, rights which no 
citizen enjoys in Russia, land of the party's 
birth. Respectful of the rights of minori- 
ties — even a minority standing for every- 
thing that true American despise — the great 
radio networks of this country agreed to 
broadcast the convention proceedings. 

This gave hundreds of radio stations 
throughout the country the "opportunity" to 
schedule the Communist Convention. It was 
at this point that the true difference between 
two ways of life was revealed, for almost all 
of the stations exercised their democratic 
right to turn down the program and play 
"canned music" instead. They knew that 
their American listeners would not be inter- 
ested. 

If the same situation had occurred in 
Russia, or Germany or Italy, the stations 
wouldn't have had to make a choice. They 
would have been told what to do. And there 
wouldn't have been any minority party con- 
vention for them to accept or refuse. 

Little incidents like these point up the 

tinction between t he two s ystems — and 
incidentally, the stations in question ex- 
ercised their democratic rights well and 



We've heard much of that proportion of 
the population which is "ill fed, ill housed, 
and ill clothed."

"publicity." No one could possibly quarrel 
with the necessity for disseminating useful 
information concerning the activities of gov- 
ernment, and a lot of that is included. But, 
on the other hand, ridiculous examples are 
forever coming to light, examples in which 
the taxpayer's money is heedlessly wasted. 

One such example bobbed up to the sur- 
face recently in a report by the Federal 
Trade Commission. The gist of its pron 
pjay s puncement is as follows: "The Federal Trade 
Commission has ruled that the length of 
macaroni or spaghetti is in no way indicative 
of its quality. . . . 

"The Commission finds that . . . genuine 
macaroni and spaghetti products of the finest 
quality are made in both long and short 
lengths, and that macaroni and spaghetti of 
the finest quality are in some instances first 
made in long lengths and thereafter cut into 
short lengths. . ." 

This, as one C ongre ssman comments, 4s 
"epical as well as epochal." How comfort- 
ing—how very comforting— it is to all of us 
to know that our government is always on 
its toes, watching out for those perfidious 
individuals who would discriminate against 
spaghetti on the basis of its- length !

England's biggest mistak e was 
not made In Munich, in Poland, to 
Finland, or to Norway..

She must now 
hold off Germany with one hand 
while she scurries around with 
other to prepare, and attempt to 
get done in a year what she 
should have taken years to do. Ger 
many's biggest mistake since she 



Events to Europe have under- 
lined and emphasized the urgent 
need for improving and expand- 
ing our national defenses, and 
making sure that the United^, 
States, its shores and its tra*RT 
tional ways of life, are rendered 
secure. 

To do this most effectively, our 
military experts are of course 
studying very closely the methods 
of the "total war" that has over- 
run so many helpless countries 
abroad— the modern form of war 
that, as one observer has com- 
mented, is fought "with the 
als of the cave and the 
of an exquisite civilization." 

You need to know the danger 
that faces your country before 
you can guard against it s ucc ess 
fully. 

But there Is one further step. 
The manner to which Norway 
and Poland and Belgium have 
been brought to their knees was 
not exclusively based upon mili- 
tary power. Before a blow was 
struck, security was undermined 
from within. The advice of Goe- 
the— "Divide and command" — 
was heeded with telling and des- 
tructive effect. The "fifth col- 
umn" of traitors and imports^ 
agents did their destructive work 
before war ever began. 

The danger that these tactics 
will be repeated here also faces 
our own land. It is not enough to 
have military preparedness; we 
must also establish internal unity, 
internal security. 

To achieve this aim, certain 
principles need to be kept in 
mind: 

(1) We must guard— not in a 
mood of hysteria, but through 
sound common sense— against the 
misguided groups and individuals 
to our own country who do not 
believe in private enterprise, and 
would sacrifice it for some other 
way of life. It is they who, by 
word or deed, would fill the role 
of "fifth columnists" to America 
if the opportunity were ever of- 
fered. 

(2) We must not let the errona^ 
ous thinking of a second grdup 
muddle our thoughts on prepar- 
edness. This group does not re- 
cognise the inseparability of our 
various freedoms— freedom of 
speech, a government of repre- 
sentative democracy, and. a busi- 
ness system of private enterprise 
—and its failure to appreciate 
this important truth is likely to 
be actually as dangerous as the 
attitude of the deliberate enemies 
of our way of hfe. 

(3) We need, at a time when 
industrial efficiency is so vital to 
national defense, to guard against 
attempts to cripple and hobble 
our manufacturing tenterprises. 
The LaFollette bill recently to. 
traduced in Congress, a piece of 
legislation that would prevent 
manufacturers from guarding ef- 
fectively against sabotage and 
subversive activities within Am- 
erica's plants, is a dangerous t%-$] 
ample of this type. 

With ^these* principles to 
and with the courageous 
tenance of national unity and to- 
dividual patriotism, America can

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Partkip-ted In By 
County Farmers 

At this date form 411's (maxi- 
mum payments) have been pre- 
pared for all eligible farms in the 
county or 831 in number. Of the 
831 eligible farmers 680 have filled 
out their Farm Plan, Ibr 415 or 
415A, signifying their intention of 
participating in the 1940 program. 
A majority of the 1S1 eligible 
farmers who did not make their 
Farm Plan consisted of farms that 
were so small that the program 
would be of little benefit to them. 

Farmers in the County have 
taken a much larger interest this 
year in "Grant of Aid" offered In 
the Soil Conservation Program, 
and at this date 60 Carloads of 
ground limestone have been order- 
ed for 160 different farmers for 
use in 1040. 63 ears amounting to 
about 3.500 tons of this lime have 
been delivered. 33 Gars were order- 
ed in 1930. Increase of 43 cars. 
Also letters were sent to all parti- 
cipating farmers informing them 
that Austrian Winter Pea Seed 
could be secured as a "Grant of 
Aid" under the 1941 program. At 
this date 40 farmers have taken 
advantage of this service and 
placed their order for 10,000 lbs. 
of this seed for seeding this fall as 
a winter cover crop. 

The office force have prepared 
tracings from Aerial Photograph 
of 350 farms in the county. These 
tracings are sent to Washington 
office where 5 facsimile copies are 
made and sent back to the county 
office and the owner of each farm 
v so traced are furnished a complete 
map of their farm which shows ail 
field boundaries and the acreage 
in each field. 

Applications for wheat parity 
payments have been prepared for 
all farms with a wheat allotment 
and are ready to be signed and 
sent to the state office for approv- 
al and payment. 

The 1940 Listing Sheets which 
give all necessary data for each 
farm in the county have been com- 
pleted and forwarded to the State

QCBBTIONS AND AN8WER8 

Q. How should putty be used la 
glazing window sash? 

A. Putty should not be applied 
to damp or dirty surfaces or dur- 
ing cold or damp weather. Wood 
sash should be pruned to avoid 
excessive toes of oil from the 
putty through absorption. The 
window glass should be thorough- 
ly bedded in putty, tacked with 
glazier's points, and then face 
puttied to insure a watertight joe. 
Alter the glass is puttied, the sash 
should not be roughly handled or 
jarred until the putty has set. Do 
not paint putty until it is thor- 
oughly hard, since the paint forma 
an air-tight him over the surface 
of the putty and retards its dry- 
ing. All putty, however, should be 
protected with paint so as to pre- 
vent deterioration. _

Yon Home 
And Mine 

Make comfort the handmaiden 
of beauty and you will have a 
livable home In which you may 
well take pride. 

This Is the advice Paul Mac 
Allster, one of the country's best 
known decorators, gives to Ameri- 
can homemakers. 

Mr. MacAllster has been making 
a study of the average American 
home and has come to the con- 
clusion that quite a few of us do 
not take Into consideration the 
fundamentals of comfort when we 
furnish our rooms. In fact, he 
comes right out and says that a 
good percentage of them aren't 
really "livable" In the word's 
truest sense. 

The well planned home, he 
says, has four fundamentals of 
comfort. First of these is "under- 
foot comfort", which he explains 
as proper carpeting. If you have 
rugs, be sure they are anchored 
down so that your guests don't 
come sliding into the room, Mr. 
MacAllster advises. Where car- 
peting Is used it should be wall 
to wall to eliminate an extra 
burden of cleaning as well as to 
make the room look larger. It 
also then becomes feasible to 
place chairs and tables near the 
wall without making them look as 
if they are going to tip over. 

Elimination of "room claustro- 
phobia" is second on the list of 
"musts" for comfort. Properly

Q. What is a subfloor and what" 
is its purpose? 

A. A subfloor is usually made of 
dressed one- inch lumber or of ply- 
wood, which isjaid over the floor 
joists and over which building 
paper and the finish floor are laid. 
The purposes of the subfloor are 
to add rigidity to the floor con- 
struction, to provide a working 
surface during construction, and 
to form a solid base for the finish 
floor. To some extent the subfloor 
also assists in deadening sound, 
adds insulation to floors, 
prevents dust from 
through the floor. From a prac- 
tical standpoint. subflooring 
I should be laid diagonally with the 
end Joints of the boards arranged 
.to occur at the bearing on the 
joists. This method helps to brace 
the structure and permits laying 
finish wood floors at either right 
angles or parallel to the floor 
joists.

rooms seem larger, giving length 
and breadth to rooms by reflect- 
ing vistas and bringing out-of- 
doors views into the room. Mod- 
ern homemakers are learning that 
mirrors solve a multitude of pro- 
blems and add 100 per cent of 
livability and decorative beauty to 
any room whether it be large or 
small, he continues. 

The third commandment of 
color is lighting. Correct lighting 
must be well distributed, but this 
does not mean all over glare. Some 
portions of the room should be 
rather dim, preferably where 
conversation groupings are plac- 
ed. The new fluorescent method of 
lighting has done a great deal 
toward creating eye comfort, he 
says, and is well worth considera- 
tion. 

The livable room must also 
have color harmony, correct color 
being practically a Webster de- 
finition for comfort because of its 
effect on the nerves and the 
spirits of the family. When color 
schemes are chosen each room 
should be considered in relation 
to other rooms in the house. It is 
also important to select color 
schemes of which you will not tire 
and which are harmonious to your 
own personality. 

With comfort and livability 
analyzed in so practical a fashion 
for us, many of the problems that

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COMMENTS AND 

RESUMES ON WAR 

The vtvtd term "Filth Column," 
has an ominous significance these 
days. It first came into use dur- 
ing the Spanish civil war. when 
an insurgent general announced 
that he had four columns of sol- 
diers driving toward Madrid— and 
a Fifth Column, consisting of 
cpies, saboteurs and other enemies 
of the Spanish Republic, within 
the city. And since then, we have 
seen Fifth Columns operating 
with almost demoniac efficiency 
and success to other parts of the 
world. The Nasis have developed 
the Fifth Column technique to an 
extraordinarily high level— to a 
very large extent, the collapse of 
Norway, Holland, Poland, and 
Belgium was due to the activities 
of Nazi sympathizers and pur- 
chased terrorists within those be- 
sieged nations. Somber rumors of 
Fifth Column work have even 
come from France— as witness the 
recent wholesale dismissal of 15 
or 20 French generals who had, 
according to Premier Reynard, 
made inexcusable and impossible- 
to-understand blunders. And in 
the British Isles, the authorities 
have gone to unprecedented ends 
to ferret out and arrest any and 
all persons who might be expect- 
ed to aid a German invasion. 

That the high officials of the 
United States are tremendously 
worried by the specter of Fifth 
Column activity here, goes with- 
out saying. The President has 
mentioned it in a speech, and it 
is widely believed that his sugges- 
' tion that he be empowered to call 
out the National Guard in peace- 
time was based on a fear that 
some such step might soon become 
necessary to put down Fifth Col- 
umnists at home. At the mom- 
ent, the potential U. S. Fifth Col- 
umn consists of avowed Hitlerites 
— the bulk of whom are organized 
In the German-America bunds 
and similar societies— and, to a 
lesser extent, the Communists, 
who have -been running around in 
circles attempting to justify Len- 
in's denunciation of Imperialism 
and conquest with Stalin's Com- 
munist-Nazi pact and the Russian 
invasion of Finland. 

The expected Fifth Column 
technique in this country is simple 
and ratiomaU In the words of 
the President, the Fifth Column- 
ists would attempt to "create con- 
fusion of counsel, public indeci- 
sion, political paralysis and, even- 
tually, a state of panic." In other 
words, the purpose would be to 
prevent the attainment of any- 
thing resembling national unity 
Group would be set against group, 
class against class, jealousy and 
hate would be fomented. It is ap- 
parent that a start has already 
been made to this end by alien 
groups. And, according to Dies 
Committee evidence, it is a fact 
that both the Moscow and Berlin 
governments have paid Fifth Col- 
umn agents actively at work here.

Confer On Oyster Health 

Increasingly stringent measures 
governing the oyster Industry will 
be placed in effect in the next few 
months by, the Federal Govern- 
ment in cooperation with the 
State Health Department. 

Details of the new regulations 
were discussed by Commissioner 
of Fisheries G. Walter Mapp with 
Dr. I. c. Biggin, State Health 
Commissioner, and with Mtejor 
Richard Messer at a recent con- 
ference in "Richmond. "I am ask- 
ing the fullest cooperation of our 
oyster dealers and packers to 
have fair and faithful compliance 
with these regulations," Commis- 
sioner Mapp has announced. 

Under the new rules, floats will 
not 'be permitted in waters acces- 
sible to sewage pollution in the 
future and other current practices 
have been prohibited. "Unless 
these provisions are met, we fjioe 
the dire alternative of having an 
embargo placed upon the ship, 
ment of our oysters out of the 
State," Mapp pointed out. 

The state Health Department 
has recently made available ap- 
plication forms for 1940-41 certi- 
fication of shellfish establish- 
ments. These forms have been 
mailed to nearly 700 shellfish 
dealers in Virginia. The certifica- 
tion period will extend from May 
15, 1940, to May 15, 1941. Only 
those dealers who are granted a 
certificate of inspection covering 
this period will be permitted to 
idenitfy shipment's with a certi- 
ficate number indicating' by the 
State Health Department.

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ROADSIDE BEAIITIFIC ATION 



The Commonwealth of Virginia has been 
endowed with a historical background of 
which no other state in the Union can boast 
The very life of America with its traditions 
largely emanated from within its boundaries. 
In these, Princess Anne County enjoyed the 
privilege of having played a goodly part in 
their settings. As a result of these factors, 
the natural beauties and the subsequently 
developed attractions, thousands of persons 
have annually visited the community, all of 
which has either directly or indirectly bene- 
fity its entire citizenry. 

Local organizations as well as many indi- 
viduals have done extensive work toward the 
preservation of the historical points and the 
beautification of other points of interest 
along with the passageways leading to them. 
The Historical Societies, Garden Clubs, 
Roadside Beautification Association and 
other like organizations may well be accredit- 
ed with having accomplished a great deal to- 
ward this end. 

However, in spite of their efforts, it seems 
that obstacles are constantly presenting 
themselves which hinder their program. One 
of them, recently pointed out by the Garden 
431ub of Princess Anne County, presents it- 
self as an almost indefatigable blemish. This 
organization, through its designated repres- 
entatives, called to the attention of the Board 
of Supervisors the large number properties 
abutting the highways which were being 
utilized as semi-dump heaps, automobile 
graveyards and maintained generally under 
unsightly appearances. These conditions 
were pointed out with an appeal that some 
regulative measures be made to abate them. 

After thorough discussions and considera- 
tions its was concluded by the Board that 
this was a condition that could not be 
obviated by regulation unless some sanitary 
question was involved. It was pointed out 
that one has the right to use his lands as he 
sees fit in so long as he does not infringe 
upon the rights of others. 

It, therefore, involves itself into a question 
of education rather than one of regulation. 
The community having been endowed with 
advantages of its historical background, its 
traditions and its natural beauties, it seems 
that the inhabitants would take a pride in 
them, bend every effort to their preservation 
and towards making them even more attrac- 
tive to the thousands of visitors. 

Civic pride as well as personal pride should 
alone create the incentive even if the 
pecuniary benefits gained by the community 
as a whole be disregarded. It is, therefore, 
incumbent upon all to take pride in our Coun- 
ty — to be thankful of its many advantages — 
to do nothing to mar its natural beauties — 
to clean up — to remove all dump heaps to 
obscure places — Come one, come all, let's 
join hands and make the County a still more 
beautiful Princess Anne. 



A WARNING 



Annually around this time of the year with 
the large influx of people to the beaches a 
warning is sounded to all bathers to be cau- 
tious of the waters. This warning is not set 
forth alone as to the waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean which lap the shores of Virginia 
Beach but as being applicable to the waters 
of every ocean, bay, river, lake, millpond and 
even brooklets, all of which are so inviting 
during the first hot days. Each has its 
treachery, particularly to the unskilled swim- 
mer and not infrequently to the most skilled, 
who at times become daring in their effort 
to display their abilities. 

Each year the waters take its toll, result- 
ing largely from carelessness, failure to ob- 
serve warnings and by sheer defiance of a 
force greater than the strongest swimmer. 

Fortunately the tolls taken by the waters 
bounding the shores of Princess Anne Coun- 
ty and Virginia Beach have been small. Un- 
usually so in comparison to the number of 
thousands that daily indulge in the various 
pleasures afforded upon and in these waters. 
This is attributable largely to the fact that 
these waters as a whole are unusually safe 
under normal conditions and the danger 
points are duly marked with warning signs. 
In addition, Virginia Beach proper is con- 
stantly under the surveillance of a well or- 
ganized and efficient beach patrol, manned 
under the highest of requirements. The 
members of this patrol either rendered as- 
sistance to or rescued some two hundred and 
fifty persons last season. 



Even though the teib of our waters have 
been small when taking into consideration 
the multitudes that annually enter them it 
would be even less if a few simple rules were 
o bse r v ed. 

Be cautious. 
Heed all warning signs. 
Do not enter the water immediately 
after eating. 

Do not enter the water when over- 
heated. 

Do not swim alone. 
Do not be adventurous — one can 
swim along the shore as well as 
away from it. Prowess frequently 
leads to disaster. 
These rules are particularly , apropos for 
the non-swimmer and the inlander, who, not 
too infrequently, permit the sight of the en- 
chanting waters of the mighty Atlantic to 
excite their enthusiasm to such a high pitch 
that they disregard the principle outlined for 
them by seasoned watermen. 

Only last week two lives were lost which 
in all probability would have been spared if 
these few simple rules had been strictly ad- 
hered to. One lost while swimming alone 
and probably away from shore instead of 
along the shore. The other occasioned by 
cramps resulting from entering the water 
too soon after eating. 

It is believed that the operators of the 
various hotels, cottages, rooming houses and 
bathhouses would perform an invaluable 
service to the public if they would place a 
warning sign bearing these few simple rules 
on each room door as a final warning to his 
guest as he departs for a swim and as a fur- 
ther assistance that the Board of Supervisors 
arrange to replace the caution signs in and 
along the placid but most treacherous waters 
just north of the Lesner Bridge, 
arrange to replace the caution signs in along 
the placid but most treacherous waters just 
north of the Lesner Bridge.

BIGGER THAN A BILLION 



Government is not a cross between King 
Midas and Santa Clans. Instead of turning 
to gold, everything it touches is tagged with 
a tax bill of some kind. Only after playing 
the roll of tax-collector can it play the roll of 
"Santa Claus." If people would understand 
this fact, the present drift toward national 
bankruptcy would be reversed overnight. 

Continuous repetition of astronomical fi- 
gures has caused a government deficit of 
several billion dollars each year to glance off 
the minds of most of us like water off a 
duck's back. The difference between mil- 
lions and billions has become "microscopic," 
just like those microscopic pinpoints or light 
we call stars. To the common citizen, a mil- 
lion dollars is as nebulous as the stars — let 
alone a billion. Stand a billion dollars along- 
side of a first-class star and bring them close 
enough for the average man to get a good 
look, and it is questionable which would 
startle him the most. As a matter of fact, 
he would probably not believe what he saw. 

However, stop him on the street artd hand 
him a bill for $100, payable immediately, for 
"services rendered" by government, and he 
would be up in arms. Unless he happened to 
be one of the comparatively few who pay di- 
rect income taxes, he would literally hop up 
and down in anger and demand to know 
"what it was all about." Henceforth he 
would have a new interest in every public 
expenditure — taxes would mean something 
to him. 

Dire Vie fate of the politician who wasted 
a dollar of this man's money ! Give every 
citizen the knowledge possessed by him and 
"microscopic" billions would be no more. 
Public dollars would once again assume their 
proper proportion. "Astronomic figures" 
would be kicked out of public bookkeeping! 

HOCKING OUR LIBERTIES 



Freedom of press is one of the most vital 
of all liberties. Any move to curb the press 
in this country by direct means is doomed 
to crushing defeat. 

Less spectacular, but just as vital to our 
liberties is private credit. Unless a man 
can secure credit in a competitive credit mar- 
ket to operate his business, he is no longer a 
free citizen. The local bank, for example, is 
far more than a safe depository. It is a pri- 
vate credit agency which is only too glad to 
loan money to worthy borrowers and other- 
wise serve the public— for the simple reason 
that it is a unit of a great competitive bank- 
ing system. 

A direct assault is being made upon pri- 
vate credit. Government lending agencies 
by the score are steadily distributing millions 
upon millions of dollars to farmers, home- 
builders, business, at terms no private citizen 
can compete with. Every million thus dis- 
tributed is a nail in the coffin of private 
credit. And yet it takes no economist to fol 
low absorption of private credit by govern- 
ment to its logical conclusion. Getting 1'in 
hock to government will in the long run 
destroy our liberties just as effectively as 
giving a government censor the key to everv 
newspaper office in the land. 

One need hold no brief for banking to 
realize that the nation's banks are the verv 
heart of the private credit system. And it 
takes no great imagination to foresee the in- 
evitabilities of a government-dominated 
credit system. The private banker in his 
sphere of activity is as essential as freedom 
of the press in a democratic society. 

"'Those who call themselves liberals', who 
ul e 'V? incre * s e in anybody's power, 
whether that person be in industry or gov- 
ernment, are taking a great and valuable 
word m vain. Far from being liberal, the 
persons who try to solve their problems by 
concentrating power in the hands of a single 
individual, or in the hands of a group around 
a single individual, in Washington, in Wall 
Street, or anywhere else, are really reaction- 
aries."— Wendell L. Willkie.

Within a month another link in 
the chain binding the western 
hemisphere into an economic unit 
ls expected to be forged. The 
creation of the Inter-American 
Bank by five countries, Brazil, 
Colombia, Mexico, Nicaragua, and 
the United States, is likely to be 
accomplished soon. 

This is a highly important step. 
It may result in an almost revolu- 
tionary change in financial and 
economic relations between the 
countries of the Americas. 

This undertaking is completely 
different from the present Im- 
port-Export Bank. This is not an 
undertaking of the United States, 
but a joint undertaking of the 
five countries, and perhaps '.iter 
of others who may t join. It will be 
more like the Bank for Interna. 
ticnal Settlements. 

It will be controlled by a board 
consisting of .one member from 
each participating country. Cap- 
ital will be subscribed by each in 
proportion to the dollar value of 
the foreign trade of each in 1938. 

The object is broad — to promote 
trade between the Americas, to 
foster good will, to help stabilize 
currencies, to aid industrial devel- 
opment and monetary equili- 
brium. 

Certain immediate results should 
follow: (1) It would be the first 
step on the part of the United 
States to redistribute its gold and 
silver among countries with which 
it seeks to stimulate trade and 
friendly relations. (2) capital ven- 
tures in foreign fields by Joint 
ventures of all American coun- 
tries, thus minimizing clashes 
which have always been a source 
of diplomatic friction (as in the 
oil cases in Mexico at* present). 
(3) It would tend to make the 
Americas still more closely inter- 
dependent, and thus less depen- 
dent on Europe. And all Ameri- 
can countries know now that Eur- 
opean trade and financial inva- 
sions are arms of the new imperi- 
alism. . 

If the American countries can 
together supply their own capital 
needs for expansion and indus- 
' trial and economic progress, so 
much smaller is the chance of 
European penetration. 

If it be argued that the United 
[States faces a chance of once 
i more holding the bag as the "rich 
uncle," let it be remembered that 
leadership in economic affairs is 
thrust into the hands of "rich na- 
tions" whether they like it or not. 

It Is only a question of whether 
they are willing to stride out bold- 
ly and exercise that leadership, 
or sit idly by while it crumbles 
away from them, to fall into the 
hands of those who will grasp it 
by pressure and violence for poli- 
tical ends.

Physical Preparedness 

"America with good reason has 
become preparedness - conscious. 
World events have emphasised the 
wisdom of developing the nation's 
fighting power to a point where it 
can meet any demand that even- 
tually may develop. While in the 
present program emphasis is being 
placed upon the production of 
mechanized equipment, the armed 
services continue to be aware of 
the need of physical fitness In 
their personnel," states Dr. I. C. 
Riggln, Commissioner of Health. 

"In 1917 more than one-third 
of the men examined were de. 
clared unfit for military duty. 
Though in more recent years the 
percentage of applicants unfit for 
service has dropped to some ex- 
tent, the number still is too high. 

"Therefore, It would appear 
both from the standpoint of the 
individual's welfare and of the 
nation's, that an increased or 
more intelligent appreciation of 
the value of good health and 
maximum vitality well could be 
displayed not only on the part of 
men of military age, but by the 
nation as a whole. Both good 
sense and patriotism demand it. 

"Whether to peace or war, a 
country is only as strong as its 
people. But it equally is true, that 
real and happy living to the great- 
est possible extent can only be en- 
joyed by those who. by a rational 
observance of nature's basic laws, 
are giving their bodies a square 
deal. 

"In this connection, the logic

Farmers can't take quality in 
hay for granted even when hay is 
fed on the farm where it is grown, 
says W. H. Byrne of the -Virginia 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

Mr. Byrne points c-it tho* mar- 
ket prices usually make it much 
more profitable to take the better 
grades of hay to market than to 
offer hay of the lower (Trades or 
qualities. He says that one of the 
most economical ways to increase 
the feed supply on farms is to im. 
prove the quality of the hay pro- 
duced, that on most farms ma- 
terial savings in the cost of pro- 
ducing livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts can result from feeding 
more high-quality hay and less 
grain per animal unit. 

Quality in hay really means 
feed value. The factors which af- 
fect quality include the maturity 
or ripeness, the percentage of 
leaves, and the color. They also 
include consideration of foreign 
material, such as weeds mixed 
with the hay, the soundness or 
condition, the size and pliability 
of the stems, and even the 
"aroma." 

Mr. Byrne says, "Quality in hay 
refers mainly to its protein, car- 
bohydrates, mineral, and vitamin 
content. From the feeder's stand- 
point, the extent to which these 
nutritive elements are present is 
represented by the quality factors 
such as maturity, leafiness. and 
green color, that can be judged 
by examining the hay." 

Farmers and agricultural work- 
ers in many areas are rather gen- 
erally agreed that the supply of 
roughage should be increased and 
the quality improved. Mr. Byrne 
says that farmers who want to im-

years the value of milk sold and 
consumed on farms has exceeded 
$30,000,000. This Is exclusive of 
the professional dairy, which have 
been Increasing rapidly in num- 
ber and sue during the last de- 
cade. Despite the siae of the 
dairy industry the majority of 
farms continue to have only one 
or two cows, and produce milk for 
home consumption exclusively. 
More than 200,000,000 pounds of 
farm butter is made annually, al- 
though farm butter production 
has been decreasing annually 
since 1030. 

Creamery butter production in 
Virginia Is rapidly increasing, the 
State Planning Board points out, 
yet it Is only about 7.5O0.00C 
pounds' annually. Virginia con- 
tinues to use large quantities of 
dairy products produced in other 
states, and virtually no cheese is 
prdouced in Virginia for commer- 
cial uses. 

A healthy growth Is reported in 
the quantity of milk sold for 
manufacture. In a five year period 
milk produced and sold for con- 
densing and similar uses has 
doubled former figures. 

C. Nelson Beck, of Charlottes- 
ville, chairman for Virginia of 
a committee of producers and dis- 
tributors of milk, reported yester- 
day to his state committee that 
campaigns will be held in twenty 
Virginia cities to increase the sale 
of milk and its products.

Walker, Virginia 
Commissioner of Agriculture, stat- 
ed here today in applauding the 
present state-wide drive and Gov- 
ernor Price's proclamation of 
"Virginia Milk Month." Mr. Walk- 
er also estimated that the Indus- 
try would benefit by the sum of 
$20,000,000 in additional revenue

The force of the average Ameri- 
can bite is down to 125 pounds, 
compared with 171 pounds in 
1895, Dr. Meyer Klatsky, New 
York, recently told the American 
Chicago. The Eskimo, though 
smaller and shorter-lived, has a 
chewing force of 300 pounds be- 
cause of^exercise on coarser foods 
Dr. Klatsky said. 

The rich foods which predomi- 
nate in the American diet today 
have taken their toll dentally on 
America. Not only has the "bite 
power" been reduced, but the lack 
of coarse food in the American 
diet has had a disastrous effect 
on the teeth of the American peo- 
ple. More dental .ailments are 
noticeable today than were ap- 
parent 50 years ago. 

Although the gnawing of huge 
bones cannot be suggested today 
as a means of insuring the longe- 
vity of the individual's own teeth, 
"coarser foods", to the way of 
raw vegetables, are being advocat- 
ed by many dentists. Raw carrots, 
raw celery, coarse cut cabbage 
leaves, raw turnips, raw cauli. 
flower, all available today twelve 
months out of the year in all parts 
of the country through modern 
streamlined transportation and 
mass merchandising, are the 
rough foods which can be consum- 
ed as substitutes for the coarse 
foods of yesteryear. Daily con- 
sumption of milk and 'orange 
juice, both abounding in the cal. 
clum that makes for healthy 
teeth, and both within the budget 
reach of all through mass mer- 
chandising, is also advocated by 
dentists everywere to bring back 
modern man's bite power. 
— — — o 

Prevention of Screen Sticking 
The use of a light coat of paint 
will prevent screen frames and 
storm windows fram sticking. The 
frames, when In place, are not 
subjected to exposure like the rest 
of the house and frequently are 
not allowed enough opportunity to 
harden or are stored In the base- 
ment too soon after painting to 
allow them to dry thoroughly. 
Paint may be reduced considerably 
with, turpentine before use on 
screens.

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Prytherch To Try New Oyster 
' Device 

Dr. Herbert F. Prytherch, Fed- 
eral Fisheries Investigator, who is 
in charge of the Virginia Commis- 
sion of Fisheries' survey of oyster 
rocks in the Rappahannock River, 
is making plans to experiment 
with a new method of planting 
oyster spat in the Rappahannock. 

The method was first advanced 
by Prytherch in his thesis for his 
doctorate of philosophy. It con- 
sists of dragging copper shavings 
or sulphate over oyster bottoms, 
creating a chemical reaction that 
causes spat to set.

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COMMENTS AND 
IESUMESON WAR 

The surrender of Paris, which 
was followed almost at once by 
the collapse of French military 
resistance, was more than a dis- 
aster for the French Republic, 
more than a great victory for Hit- 
ler's incredible war machine. It 
was a symbol of the cataclysmic 
changes that are taking place at 
a bewildering speed in the world 
we live in. For Paris, with London, 
has long been associated to men's 
minds with freedom— with an 
that democracy means. And 
democracy is what Hitler, as he 
said and wrote time and again. Is 
out to destroy. Paris is— or used 
to be— a living example of all that 
Nazism abhors. 

Little by little we are coming to 
realize that this is not a war in 
the traditional sense. It is, in- 
stead, a revolution with the most 
far-reaching purposes imaginable. 
There have always been victors 
and vanquished in war. But 
once the peace treaties were 
drawn, the world went on much as 
It did before. The victorious 
powers did not attempt to force a 
government, a philosophy of life 
of their own choosing, on the con. 
quered. Few are able to believe 
that, if Hitler wins he will be sat 
isfied with such rewards as fi- 
nancial reparations, the restora 
tion of the pre-war German col- 
onies and similar material gains 
For Hitler, as Mein Kampf vividly 
Indicates, is consumed by two am- 
bitions. One is to make the Ger- 
man race master of all Europe and 
"**■. perhaps, in the fullness of time, 
the world. The other is to destroy 
the capitalistic system, liberalism 
In government, and the democ 
ratic process. We have many an 
object lesson in the countries he 
has so far taken. In every in- 
stance, freedom of press and 
speech and all rights of protest, 
have been abrogated 100 per cent. 
While the forms of local govern, 
ment are permitted to exist! all 
Important decisions and policies 
are made in Berlin. Revolt of any 
kind against Nazi orders is 
punished with the utmost sever- 
ity. And racial minorities, especi- 
ally the Jews, are ruthlessly op 
pressed. 

Men who have had contact with 
high German circles have lately 
been describing what they believe 
a Hitler victory would mean to 
Europe, and to the balance of the 
world. They say that the Fueh 
rer envisions a Germanic Europe 
In which only the German, the 
master race, would be permitted 
jgpr td* bear arms. A European cus- 
toms union, completely German 
controlled, would be established. 
The smaller nations would disap- 
pear, or would exist as mere geo- 
graphical entities, without power 
or real meaning. All currencies 
would be dominated by Germany, 
and Germany would establish the 
terms on which trade between 
peoples could be carried on. The 
gold standard, of course; would

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HASNT THE JUDGE ERRED? 



Honorable B. D. White, the learned Judge 
of the 28th Judicial Circuit of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia, which Circuit embodies 
Princess Anne County and the Town of Vir- 
ginia Beach, has recently issued a mandate 
to the magistrates holding office in these 
political sub-divisions that no bail bonds be 
executed between the hours of midnight Sat- 
urday and midnight Sunday. He assigned 
as his reason for issuing the mandate that a 
bail bond is a .contract and that contracts 
executed on Sunday are void and unenforce- 
able. In the issuance of this mandate and 
the reasons assigned, we respectfully assert 
that the Honorable Judge has erred. 

Upon first reflection, it is thought that the 
mandate is not only contrary to public policy 
and against all precedents of this Common- 
wealth, but that in addition it is an infringe- 
ment upon the rights of the individual. This 
is particularly true in this age when there 
are so many laws on our statute books upon 
which the individual may run afoul and a 
minor infraction thereof would make him 
subject to arrest. 

As an illustration, any individual may on 
a Sunday be operating his automobile along 
the highways in a careful and prudent 
manner, when without warning, have a child 
dash in front of the machine or into the side 
of it, resulting in the death of the said child. 
Under the laws, this individual would by 
necessity have to be charged with involun- 
tary manslaughter and placed under arrest. 
Is it reasonable to say that this person is not 
entitled to a bail bond due to a supposed tech- 
nicality that it would not be valid as it 
was executed on Sunday? Innumerable 
other infractions of the laws amounting only 
to simple misdemeanors could be cited in 
which the enforcement of such a mandate 
would create untold hardships. 

Prom a legal aspect with due reference to 
the opinion of the eminent Jurist, we, like- 
wise, are forced to take exception as to its 
correctness. 

The Constitution of the United States 
guarantees to its people the right of bail in 
that it states: 

"Excessive bail shall not be required 
nor excessive fines imposed nor cruel 
and unusual punishment inflicted." 

In the interpretation of this, the Courts, 
generally, have said that the question of bail 
is largely discretionary on the part of the 
tribunal in felony offenses. The Supreme 
Court of the United States in ruling on this 
point stated; 

"A defendant, charged with an offense 
punishable with death, cannot be admit- 
ted fo bail when proof of guilt is evident 
or the presumption thereof great. If 
the charge is for any other offense, he 
may be admitted to bail before convic- 
tion as a matter of right. 

"This, of course, entitles to bail a 
prisoner whose offense is a misdeme- 
anor, since, by all authorities, bail can in 
such a case be made sufficient in amount 
to guard against the temptation of 
escape. 

The rulings of this Court being the sup- 
reme law of the land, it would appear there- 
from that an individual is entitled to baU in 
cases of misdemeanor regardless of the day. 

It is believed that the assertion that a 
contract executed on Sundav in Virginia is 
void is, also fallacious. The fundamental 
principles of our laws are derived from the 
Common Law of England and have been 
adopted by our Courts as authority with 
slight derivations as conditions under^the 
progress of the Country may have demanded 
unless otherwise changed by Saturday Law 
The great weight of authority in those states 
of the Lmon which have- not been - wholly 
codified, among,, which Virginia is one, lavs 
down the general-r ule: 



secular day. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in interpreting the Virginia Souday law 
said: 

"The Virginia statute is substantially 
the same as the English statute. The 
difference between doing 'any labor, 
business, or work of their calling* of the 
English statute, and the 'laboring at any 
trade or calling* in the Virginia statute, 
is too shadowy for judicial recognition. 
Both statutes limit the prohibition to 
the prosecution of any usual or regular 
occupation or business, and they exclude 
the idea of punishment for isolated 
transactions. On the point now involved 
the distinction between 'their ordinary 
callings' of the English statute, and 'any 
trade or all calling* of the Virginia, is 
unsubstantial. One transaction, such 
as hiring a servant, or conveying land, , 
or taking a note or option, unconnected 
by continuity with other transactions of 
a like nature, cannot be laboring as a 
trade or calling of any kind." 

"This section cannot render illegal an 
instrument granting an option to pur- 
chase real estate because executed on 
Sunday." 

As the Virginia Court of Appeals appar- 
ently has not passed on this subject and as 
there is no statute on our books specifically 
prohibiting the execution of or declaring 
invalid and unenforceable contracts entered 
into on Sunday, it appears that the common 
law doctrine could prevail, particularly under 
the interpretation placed by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals upon our Sunday labor statute. 

Dealing more specifically with the ques- 
tion of the validity of a bail bond executed 
on Sunday, the rule laid down by the authori- 
ties throughout the country is; 

"A bail bond or recognizance entered 
into on Sunday, for the purpose of secur- 
ing tire release of a person in custody 
and his appearance for trial, is valid, the 
entering into such bond being a minis- 
terial, rather than a judicial act, and 
hence not void at common law, and, 
further, constituting matter of necessity 
or charity, and hence being permitted by 
the Sunday Statute." 

This principle has been upheld by the Fed- 
eral Courts and the courts of many states 
who have Sunday laws almost verbatim to 
those of Virginia, all of which would indicate 
that regardless of the questfon of the vali- 
dity of a contract executed on Sunday, a bail 
bond so executed is binding and enforceable. 

Further the Virginia Statutes specifically 
set forth that an attachment may be served 
and a levy made on Sunday. In order to 
make such a levy, it is necessary that a bond 
be posted. Would the Honorable Judge 
declare such a bond to be void because it was 
executed on Sunday? 

Undoubtedly, Judge White had some good 
motive, unknown to us, for issuing such a 
mandate but we assert that the legal reasons 
assigned therefor are without foundation or 
precedent. We believe the mandate to be 
unjustifiable, contrary to public policy and 
will, undoubtedly, work an untold hardship 
upon many of our peoples and therefor, it 
should be immediately lifted or certainly 
made a discretionary matter on the part of 
the magistrates in misdemeanors. 
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HITLER'S WAR: 

AND AFTER 

Hugh Oalton was educated at 
Eton and King's College, Cam- 
bridge. He lectured for some 
years at the London School of 
Economics, then served at the 
front throughout the last war. 
Prom the Army he went into po- 
litics, impelled primarily by the 
belief that politics, rightly handl- 
ed, could put an end to war. En- 
tering the House of Commons in 
1934. he was Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs in the Second Labour Gov- 
ernment, and acted as British re 
presentative on the Council and 
at the Assembly of the League of 
Nations. After four years of forced 
retirement, lie returned to the 
House of Commons in 1935 and 
since then bas been one of the 
strongest and most consistent cri- 
tics of British foreign policy 

The firs* part of "Hitler's War" 
is given over to a terse and caustic 
account of what went wrong, 
after the last war, with the peace 
treaties, the victors, Germany, 
the League of Nations, and the 
economic life of the world. The 
second fifty pages or so Mr. Dal- 
ton devotes to trenchant criticism 
of the myopia of Allied statesmen 
and the blundering way in which 
they played repeatedly into the 
treacherous hands of Hitler. The 
latter, and by no means least 
significant, section of this vigor- 
ous book discusses Britain's war 
and peace aims.

It proves that 
these captives were not slaves but 
servants, who worked out their 
indentureships. It is pointed out 
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Jamestown in 1624, was probably 
the first Negro to be born in Vir- 
ginia. He was the son of An- 
thony and Isabella, servants of 
Capt. William Tucker of Kecough- 
tan in Elizabeth City. 

Chapter II traces the evolution 
of slavery. Following chapters 
deal with the years, as they passed 
and are interspersed with stories 
and incidents related by ex-slaves. 
The final seven chapters are de- 
voted to the following subjects; 
Churches, Schools, Arts, Capitol, 
Labor, Country Life and City Life.

If there ever were any chance 
that America might enter the war 
on the side of the allies that 
chance is dwindling day by day.

There is little place on which an 
expeditionary force could get a 
foot-hold. There may stiU be 
things to fight for; there are 
mighty few grounds except the 
seas on which these causes can be 
fought. 

It is not a pleasant prospect 
that America now faces. A vic- 
torious Germany may soon be in 
possession of great new lands and 
almost unlimited resources. A 
victorious .Germany would not 
only be master of Europe but of 
Africa as well, may well be able 
to call the turn in Asia,. A com- 
plete German victory may em- 
bolden Japan to realize her am- 
bitions in the Near East.

As a matter of fact much 
of South America is more alien to 
the United States than is France 
orJ2nglancLIn_ the past they have 
been more closely bound by com- 
mercial and cultural ties to the old 
world than they have to us. 

We haven't been signally suc- 
cessful in our dealings with the 
Latin Americans in the past. The 
United States has usually meant 
"Dollar Diplomacy" and "Power 
Politics." We've alternately bullied 
them and ignored them. And

The English, the Germans, even 
the Japanese have done a better 
selling job than we have. The 
Germans -with their usual thor.

The present administration has 
made some progress in wooing the 
South Americas.

American Union is more than a 
half-hearted association of people 
who do not trust each other. 

Perhaps the fact that only by 
standing together can the Ameri- 
cas prosper in a world dominated 
by ruthless and unfriendly powers 
may be an impetus to a friendship 
that has taken all too long to ac- 
complish.

CONGRESS MAT NOT ADJOCBN 



"Lost Colony" 
Begin For 
Fourth Season 



There is a growing conviction on Capitol Hill in Washington that 
Congress should remain in session most of the Summer afldfaettto

selves to in authorizing billions for preparedness. Where's the money 
coming from? Right now the Government faces great responsibUttes 
tothe country-*© a new tax bill may be patched up by Congress.

The Sherman Act received fresh clarification from the U. B. 
Supreme Court in a 3-to-6 decision by the Court that held restraint of 
interstate commerce by a labor union in a sit-down strike involving 
violence 'of the most brutal and wanton character" did not infringe 
the Sherman Anti-Trust l*w. because that law is not intended "to 
police interstate transportation or to afford a remedy for wrongB . . . 
actionable under state law." If property owners are damaged by a 
union they most go into the State courts and secure justice, according 
to this decision. 



SUBSIDY REPORT A MASTERPIECE 

The long-awaited Government report, officially entitled "Public 
Aid to Transportation," by Commissioner Joseph B Eastman, relative 
to certain forms of transportation has been in circulation for several 
weeks As time clarifies the view-points of this truly monumental 
and important work, certain significant highlights become ncreasing- 
ly clear in the broad picture presented in the four-volume document. 

Seven #ears of work and study and several hundred thousand 
dollars spent in research have gone into this effort. It is not an over- 
statement to say that it is in many respects a masterpiece. It dwarfs 
the many sporadic essays that have been written on the subject, too- 
often by biased authors, and makes many of these appear superficial. 

Prom the standpoint of motor transport, this industry can be 
gratified to note that the report proves beyond question that not only 
is this industry not subsidized but it has more than paid its share 
of highway costs by several hundred millions of dollars. So ably and 
clearly has Mr. Eastman handled this phase of his study that it is 
doubtful if the issue can ever seriously be raised again. 

In fact, Mr. Eastman has reached his conclusions on the subject 
of subsidy even after using premises which will not prove generally 
acceptable to the motor transport field. For example, he charges in- 
terest against the whole highway investment and also gives recogni- 
tion to the taxation of this investment. Mr. Eastman was probably 
aware of the fact that this conception is not in accord with the rights 
of the vehicle owner. It was overlooked by Mr. Eastman, no doubt, 
because his methods of analysis, in spite of this conception, showed 
that motor vehicles are not subsidized in the use of the highways. 

Commenting on this phase of the matter, Harvey Pruehauf, De- 
troit manufacturer of truck-trailers states, "It will not be generally 
accepted that the motor vehicle owner should be charged— as he is 
in Mr. Eastman's method — with interest on the whole highway in- 
vestment. A large part of this highway investment has been, paid for 
in cash by motor vehicle owners and it is inconceivable that they now 
should be required to pay interest on money they have already contri- 
buted." 



Opening for the fourth consecu- 
tive summer season Saturday, 
June 29th, "The Lost Colony," 
-brilliant out-door musical drama 
written by Paul Green, University 
of North Carolina playwright, and 
staged in a huge natural amphi- 
theatre on the shore of Roanoke 
Island, N. C, is expected to draw 
thousands of summer visitors vac- 
ationing at Virginia Beach as well 
as from other points in Tidewater 
Virginia. 

Performances begin promptly at 
ftrtao'clock nightly from June 
39th through July 7th, and there- 
after nightly except Mondays and 
Tuesdays, through September tod, 
at the Waterside Theatre, about 
two hours drive from Virginia 
Beach. 

Many residents of Princess Anne 
County who have already seen the 
unusually interesting production 
on Roanoke Island, N. C. since it 
was first staged in the summer 
of 1937, have praised it highly. 
The 1940 version of the "Lost 
Colony" with a few finishing 
touches added by the author, Paul 
Green, and the composer of the 
musical score, Lamar Stringfield, 
Pulitzer prize winner of some 
years ago, bids fair to eclipse all 
other seasons. 

The drama, in 11 colorful 
scenes, tells the tragic story of 
Sir Walter Raleigh's ill-fated first 
colony of English men and women 
who landed on Roanoke Island in 
the summer of 1587 and attempt- 
ed to establish the first perman- 
ent English settlement in Am- 
erica. Although this ventuse failed 
and the colony of 110 men, wom- 
en and children vanished and no 
trace of them was ever found, it 
led to the repeated attempts to 
colonize the Western Hemisphere 
which culminated in the landing 
of the 1 Cavaliers at Cape Henry in 
April, 1607 and the subsequent 
settlement at Jamestown. 



Music throughout the drama is 
furnished by a choir of thirty 
select voices from the Westmin- 
ster Choir School at Princeton, N. 
J. accompanied by music from an 
electric organ skillfully concealed 
ijr the live oaks and pine that 
fringe the water's edge at Fort 
Raleigh. The amphitheatre has* a 
seating capacity of some 3.500 
spectators and the action takes 
place on a 100-foot stage that 
skirts the shore of Roanoke. A 
cast of nearly 200 players includ- 
ing several professionals is used. 
Catherine Cale, British-born ac- 
tress, appears for the fourth sea- 
son in the leading role of Eleanor 
Dare, wife of Ananias Dare and 
mother of Virginia Dare, first 
white child born of Englishspeak- 
ing parents on American soil. 

Described by leading critics as 
a "Drama of Democracy." the 
"Lost Colony" was seen by nearly 
500.000 persons including- Presi- 
dent Roosevelt who made the Vir- 
ginia Dare Day address on Roa- 
noke Island, In 1937. and by Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who made a special 
trip to Manteo, N. C. to see it last 
summer. 

To reach Roanoke Island from 
Norfolk, Va.. take Virginia State 
highway No. 27 to the North 
Carolina State line; thence 
straight on over N. C. Route No. 
34 to Sligo; thence straight on 
over N. C. Route 344 to Point 
Harbor and the Wright Memorial 
Bridge. The bridge is 70 miles 
from Norfolk— about one and one- 
half hours drive.

Virginia's Farm 
Homes Still Lack 
Conveniences 



Agricultural engineers of the 
Virginia Agricultural Extension 
Division say that approximately 
50 percent of Virginia farm 
homes are only fair or poor In at 
least one of eight important fea- 
tures. This has been shown by 
surveys of 23.000 typical Virginia 
rural dwellings In recent years 
and, despite some improvement in 
farm economic conditions, O. D. 
Kite, one of the engineers, believes 
that very few of the needed re- 
pairs and improvements have 
been made. 

Typical communities in these 
counties have been studied: Am- 
herst, Dinwiddle. Essex. Fauquier. 
Halifax, Louisia. Norfolk, Roanoke 
Rockingham and Tazewell. Every 
effort was made to get a typical 
cross-section of nationalities, farm 
values, owners, tenants, types of 
farming, physiographic features 
of land, and length of settlement. 
The surveyors found out that 13 
percent of the farm houses had 
been built less than 10 years. 28 
percent were between 10 and 24 
years old, 31 percent were between 
15 and 49 years old, and 27 per- 
cent were 50 years old and over, 
About half the houses war* 
painted frame ones, two percent 
were brick, and a third were 
frame houses unpainted. Eighteen 
percent were one-story and the 



rest had more than one story 
* Only 9.4 percent of these houses 
; had bathrooms 36 percent had no 
i closet space, and 99 percent had 
J no basements. The average house 
had a little better than 5 rooms 
and was occupied by at least S 
persons. 

When it comes to modern con- 
veniences other than bathrooms, 
Virginia farm houses are woefully 
lacking. Kite says. The survey 
showed that only 6 percent had 
piped hot and cold water; 12 per- 
cent had piped cold water;; 7 per- 
cent had indoor toilets; 14 percent 
had kitchen sinks with drains; 
and only 3 percent had septic 
tanks. 
Whereas only 13 percent of 

farm houses had electricity about 



5 years ago, the eBgmeers belie*» 
this one item has shown marked 
Improvement in recent years . It 
is estimated that 24 percent of 
rural homes now have this eon. 
venience. m hand with t 
former 3 percent with mechanical 
refrigeration and power washing 
machines has no doubt risen con- 
siderably. Three percent with 
central heating systems probably 
remains about the same. 

Only 14 percent of the 2 3,999 
typical farm home owners were 
Interested In Improving their 
homes to the extent of borrowing 
$400 or more to make the improve- 
ments.

So far as this hemisphere is 
concerned, there are two theories. 
One is that, after Hitler had con- 
solidated Europe, he would attack 
the Americans with military force. 
The other is that he has no such 
plans— which is what he said in 
his recent interview with an Am- 
erican news correspondent. The 
second theory has many authorita- 
tive adherents. Hitler, they say, 
feels that the Americans would 
have to come to terms with him 
whether they wished to or not. in 
order to dispose of their surplus 
commodities and manufactures 
abroad. The Americas, he reasons, 
must have foreign trade— and 
that necessity would drive them 
join to whatever system of com- 
merce he establishes. Our gold— 
and at the moment we have some 
60 per cent of all the worlds 
monetary gold— would be. useful 
only for filling teeth and manu- 
facturing jewelry. 

One note of optimism is occa- 
sionally sounded. Even if Hitler 
wins an overwhelming victory in 
Europe, some hopefuls say, he will 
not be able to put his plans into 
effect.

Local Defense Guard 
Being Formnlated 

Virginia's possible transition 
from a peacetime to a war basis 
was explained to members of the 
Governor's Cabinet by Colonel 
Mills F. Neale, coordinator of the 
State Defense Council.

The reality of aiortern low- 
cost housing under the Fed* 
eral Housing Administration 
program is exemplified by this 
four-room colonial dwelling 
being constructed at the New 
York World's Fair under FHA 
supervision. It is one of two 
FHA homes which will be 
lived in at the World's Fair 
this summer by successful en- 
trants in the "typical Amer- 
ican family" contest conducted 
by 48 newspapers throughout 
the United States. The house 
shown above is the duplicate 
of a small house selling for 
$2,500 which would be eligible 
for easy financing through an 
FHA insured loan. 



Q. In reference to lumber one 
often hears the terms softwood 
and hardwood. What are these 
types of woods, and why is this 
distinction made? 

A. As a matter of convenience, 
all lumber is divided into these 
two major groups. Generally, soft- 
woods are the coniferous or cone- 
bearing trees such as the various 
pines, spruces, hemlocks, firs, and 
cedars. Hardwoods are the non- 
cone-bearing trees such as the 
maple, oak, and poplar. However, 
not all so-called softwoods neces- 
sarily hard. Long leaf southern 
pine and Douglas fir are much 
harder than poplar, which is 
called a hardwood. Softwoods are 
commonly used for structural pur- 
poses such as for joists, studs, 
and girders, while the hardwoods 
are more likely to be used for 
flooring and furniture. 



Q. Every time it rains several of 
our windows swell, and we are un- 
able to open them until they dry 
out. Is there any way we can rem- 
edy this condition? 

A. Loosen the stop which holds 
the window sash in place. If this 
does not improve the condition, 
wait until the sash is dry and 
apply a thin coat of paste floor 
wax throughout the length of the 
grooves the sash slides in. Paint- 
ing the grooves with linseed oil 
also may be helpful. If the win- 
dows are too tight even when dry. 
it will be necessary to remove the 
sash and plane down one side. 
Weatherstripping the windows 
will provide easy sliding of the 
I sash and will reduce air infiltra- 
tion.

Remove Wax Before Repainting 

It is suggested that all wax be 
thoroughly removed before floors 
are refinished. If the floors were 
previously treated with the kind 
of wax that requires rubbing to 
polish it, the floor surface should 
be cleaned with turpentine or 
mineral spirits. 

After the wax has softened, 
wipe it completely away. Then 
clean again with the solvent. If 
a non-rubbing wax has been used, 
a good household cleaner mixed 
with warm water should be suf- 
ficient to remove it. 



Decorating and Furnishing 

The interiors of small homes 



can represent a departure from 
conventions. While extravagantly 
furnished interiors are out of the 
question in this class of dwelling 
they should be planned and de- 
corated and furnished with de- 
finite reason and in a distinctive 
character. 

A kitchen designed to make the 
housewife's days more cheerful 
has walls painted a pale clear 
yellow bordered with black wood- 
work. The floor covering is lino- 
leum in a black and cream check- 
ed pattern. 



Clogged Drains 

Clogged drains are nearly al- 
ways the result of careless dis- 
posal of waste materials. A strong 
solution of caustic potash (potas- 
sium hydroxide) and hot water 
poured'through a drain will eat or 
burn away the average obstruc- 



Q. Is the use of building paper 
recommended on the outside of 
exterior frame wall construction? 
A. Building paper should always 
I be used in this type of construc- 
tion under surface materials to 
prevent the passage of air, mois- 
ture, or dust. The paper used 
should be of the waterproof type, 
highly resistant to the passage of 
air and moisture but not to va- 
por. It should be strong enough 
to be installed without tearing and 
be heid in place by cleats or nails. 
Before applying the paper on the 
wall surfaces, strips of the paper 
should be nailed close to and 
around all openings in the wall. 
The paper should be well lapped 

at all joints. However, even 
though building paper reduces 
the passage of air through the 
wall and around window and door 
frames, it has little value as an 
insulating material.

Teletpyewriters In In 
State Police System 

Virginia's police teletypewriter 
system, which will make possible 
"typing by wire" between 15 
municipalities and the offices of 
the state police, was officially 
placed in service June 21. 

The inauguration ceremonies 
were attended by Governor Price, 
Colonel Marion S. Battle, Director 
of the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
and a large number of state) and 
municipal officials. The cere- 
monies were held at the new head- 



quarters of the state ponce locat- 
ed on the Midlothian Pike, a few 
miles west of Richmond. As part 
of the Inaugural ceremony, a mes- 
sage from G ov ernor Price was 
flashed over the new system to all 
state and city police departments 
connected with the network. 

Congratulatory messages were 
also sent by Colonel Battle and 
by Major H. B. Nicholas, Super- 
intendent of State Police. 

Nerve cento- of the new system 
will be the new and modem head- 
quarters building of the state 
police near Richmond. From 
this point circuits will radiate to 
the north, east, south and west, 
connecting state and municipal 
police departments of Richmond, 
Fredericksburg, Alexandria. Char- 
lottesville, Staunton, Harrison- 
burg, Winchester, Covington 
Roanoke, Lynchburg. Suffolk, 
Portsmouth, Norfolk, Newport 
News, end Petersburg. State police 
offices at Appomattox and CuL 
peper wlQ be included in the net- 
work shortly. 

Virginia is the first state in the 
south and the eighth state in the 
Union to adopt a state- wide police 
teletypewriter system, but partial 
systems in many states and full 
coverage in others have proven 
the value of the teletypewriter in 
police work and this system of 
communication has passed beyond 
the field of experimentation. The 
teletypewriter, with the state's 
new radio equipment, will give the 
Old Dominion a police commu- 
nication system as modern and ef. 
ficient as any in the United 
States. Planned cooperatively by 
municipal and state officials, the 
new system was authorized by the 
General Assembly and approved 
by Governor Price. 

With the new system, written 
messages can be flashed with the 
speed of light to any or all con- 
nected points, thus making pos- 
sible instantaneous cooperation 
between all police forces linked by 
the network. 

Officials, of the Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Company of 
Virginia including Robert C. Mc- 
Cann, vice president and general 
manager, Arthur L. Lambdin, 
general commercial manager, and 
Victor B. Fitzpa trick, general 
plant manager, were present for 
the official inauguration of the 
new system.

fhr Lkmtt On Crab Pots 

The Virginia Commission of 
Fisheries, meeting at Newport 
News last week, set a limit of 35 
crab pots for each individual 
waterman and established a lic- 
ense fee of $4' for each crabber 
operating such pots. 

Each assistant engaged must 
pay the $4.00 license fee in addi- 
tion to the owner of the pots, the 
Commission ruled. 

The regulations were enacted 
for the duration of the present 
crabing season, in an effort to 
regulate the rapid increase of the 
devices. Commissioner of Fisheries 
O. Walter Mapp said. Several 
watermen testified in favor of the 
proposed restrictions. 

Members of the Commission 
made a tour of the Rappahannock 
River on the 30th to view the 
progress of the survey of oyster 
rocks, being conducted there un- 
der supervision of Dr. Herbert F. 
Prytherch, U. S. Bureau of Fish- 
eries' Biologist. The survey was 
authorised by the Genera] Assem- 
bly at its past session. 
Among those who made the voy- 
age were Commissioner Mapp, 
Members George W. Layman and 
Junius West, and L Selden Tay- 
lor, Supervisor of Conservation 
and Boats.

Milk is one of the best sources 
of mineral for the human body. 
About 7 per cent of the human 
body is made up of nitrogen, cal- 
cium phosphorus, potassium, sul- 
phur, sodium, chlorine, magne- 
sium, iron and iodine, and prob- 
ably traces of several other min-, 
erals. Milk is especially valuable' 
.for children and adults alike, be- 1 
cause itMontains all the minerals 
found in the body and supplies 
them in an easily available form 
for the body. The calcium and 
phosphorus of milk are better as- 
similated by growing children 
than are the same minerals in 
vegetables, and since these miner- 
als are essential to normal bone 
and teeth development, milk has 
become the essential food for 
children. 

Milk is low in iron content. 
What iron is present, however, is 
easily utilized by the body, but 
the amount of iron is not suffici- 
ent. Fruits, vegetables, grains, 
meats and eggs contain much iron 
and consequently should supple- 
ment milk in the diet. But, in 
spite of this deficiency in milk, 
milk still stands as the most 
nearly perfect food and as such 
will continue to occupy a promin- 
ent position in the human diet. 



Fish Pounds Most Be Marked 

State law provides that failure 
to mark pound nets, fyke nets. 
giU nets or other devices is a mis- 
demeanor and shall be fined not 
less than $25.00 nor more than 
$100.00. This marking shall be by 
metal plates or tags which are 
furnished by the Commission of 
Fisheries. 

The Federal Government re- 
quires that the owner of the net 
shall display his name in black 
letters not less than 2 inches high, 
oh a white background from a 
stake at the outer end of the 
structure. But the Federal regu- 
lations provide that the State lic- 
ense number may be displayed in- 
stead, as above indicated. Furth- 
ermore, fish pounds should be 
lighted between sunset and sun- 
rise, with a red light on the in- 
ner end and a white light on the 
outer end, visible in clear weath- 
er at least one mile. 

The regulations were discussed 
by Col. John F. Conklin, District 
Engineer of the War Department 
with Commissioner G. Walter 
Mapp last week, and immediate 
compliance has been requested by 
the two officials. 



The shad season is over, and 
four fish hatcheries of the Vir- 
ginia Commission of Fisheries 
have turned loose over 4,000,000 
young fish reared from eggs taken 
from the spawning fish. 

The Chlckahomlny River Hat- 
chery incubated 3,019,000 eggs; 
the Mattaponi River Hatchery in- 
cubated 1,051,906 eggs; and the 
Pamunkey River Hatchery incu- 
bated 843,000 eggs. Of this total 
of 4.713.994 eggs, approximately 
90 per cent produced young fl*h 
to be released in the waterways of 
Virginia. 

At Harrison Lake, on the James 
River, the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries' hatchery incubated 
2,335,000 eggs. Over a half-million 
of these resultant Ash are being 
reared in a nursery pond to f ins- 
erting size, and will be released 
in the fall. They consume five 
gallons of feed every day. 

The hatchery work was handi- 
capped this year by the late 
Spring and the cold weather, ex- 
plains J. T. Meyer, Superinten- 
dent of Hatcheries for the Com- 
mission. The stations were in op- 
eration only one month and dur- 
ing that time the run of shad was 
far below normal.
